Sen. Baker Goldwater Vary 
On Best US-China Policy 


BEIJING 一 The US arms sales 
to Taiwan，a Imajor stumblin 
block in US-China relations，has 
been described in nearly contra- 
dicting terms by Senate Majority 
Leader Howard Baker，who is 
Visiting Beijing,and Senator Barry 
Goldwater, who is Visiting Taipei. 

Baker last week said that no 
early compromise on the issue 
appears in Sight，but predicted 
that the sales w 刘 not be “3a 
permanent impediment' to better 
relations” between Beijing and 
Washington. ”While time and 
patience may be required im 
ITesolving the_ differences 一 
and he doesn't believe that 


costly and ineffective. 

Regarding the second issue, the 
INS reasoned that legitimate B-2 
Visitors would certainly not be 
compelled to stay longer simply 
because they received a six-month 
initial period for the visa.

Recently Senate Majority Leader Howard Baker took 
amessage from President Reagan to China. While in Beijing， 
he had extensive discussions with Deng Xiaoping and other 
top Chinese leaders. After the trip，he told reporters that 
the conflict between Washington and Beijing on the issue of 
continued US arms sale to Taiwan remained unresolved . 

It was not hard to see Why the two sides Were unable 
to come to terms. At almost the same time Baker Was 
advocating better US- China relations in Beijing，Senator 
Barry Goldwater arrived in Taipei for a Visit，carrying 3 
letter from Reagan promising his _ determination to carry 
out the Taiwan Relations Act to the Nationalist leaders. 
Although Reagan's message to Taipei was a confidential 
one，the loose tongue of Goldwater revealed almost all 


its details to Teporters. 


President Carter Some years back worked out a formula 
when he normalized Telations with China.， The formula 
called for US recognition of only one Chinese government， 
and allowed the US to keep cultural, economic and other 
non-political ties with Taipei. If President Reagan Were to 
continue with this formula, there shouldn't be any difficul- 


ty with China. 


Reagan has not made any statement on China since Vice 
President Bush?s trip to Beijing last month. We feel that he 
should make up his mind on the administration"s China 
policy and alow US 人 hina relations to move ahead.

Wichser，the American agricultu- 
Ial economics Tesearcher and 
English teacher detained by 
Chinese officials on May 28 on 
Suspicion of espionage ， last 
Saturday Imaintained her inno- 
cence with a brief statement at 
the_ airport here，Wichser's 31- 
year old Chinese fiancee remained 
in Beijing.

The Chinese public security 
Organijization had detained 
Wichser，28，for nearly a week， 
interrogating her three times a day 
for about two_hours at a time 
about “the alleged theft of state 
Secrets.”

EXODUS 

According to Luk，approxi- 
mately 20 families were Planning 
amiass exodus in February during 
the height of the disturbances. SiX 
to_ seven families who were able 
to _ give UpP government-subsidized 
housing eventually did leave: 


One family of eight who 
Imoved out in February agreed to 


talk to EastPest but declined to 


be identified out of fear of 
harrassment.， According to the 
34-year old mother, they decided 
to _ leave after her daughter Was 
Tobbed，her sonm chased and 
harrassed by youths and tbe 
apartment egged.

Remembers Internment 


By MAREK J. JUE 

TULE LAKE,CA-=-1982 marks 
the fortieth anniversary of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's signing of Execu- 
tive Order 9066 which led to the 
evacuation and incarceration of 
Japanese Americans from the 
West Coast. This past weekend 
360 people from SF, San Jose, Sac- 
ramento and Seattle journeyed to 
Tule Lake, the former site of one 
of ten concentration camps, to re- 
member and learn about the camp 
experience. Located on the Cali- 
fornia-Oregon border，Tule Lake 
Was the largest internment camp， 
holding some 18,000 people. 


.及 了 PRESSIVE 
Unlike the other camps, Tule 


Lake was used as a segregation 
center for “troublemakers” and 


“disloyals” It was the scene of 
ImassiVe demonstrations，hunger 
Strikes and Tiots in protest of the 
Tepressive conditions Which ex- 
isted in the camp. 

“People who spent time here 
never want to admit it because t 


was labeled a camp for bad guys . 


and they didn't want to be as- 
Sociated with that， ItS only re- 
cently that they"ve been opening 
up”explained Jimmy Nakamura 
of San Mateo. 

Nakamura was sent to Japan for 
an education when he was 10 years 
old. He returned to this country at 
the age of 16 and sixz months later 
World War II broke out. Naka- 
mura's family was Sent to Manza- 
nar and was later transferred to 
Tule Lake. 


Angered by his 
Nakamura shaved his head arid 
joined a Pro-Japan .faction in 
camp. “We wore headbands with 
the rising sun on it and each morn- 
ing we jogged around the camp 
shouting at the guards to let them 
know ” who we were” he said. 
Nakamura was So angry that he 
VOwed never to speak English 
again and often fought with mem- 
bers of pro-US factions. 

DEEPORTED 

Nakamura described some ofhis 
former Surroundings:“The guard 
towers had searchlights and were 
manned 24 hours by guards with 
machine guns. The camPp was SuUr= 
rounded by a double barbed wire 


fence, standing 20 feet apart, eight 


to ten feet high”Nakamura re- 
called gliving atalk at a junior col- 
lege a few years ago and Someone 
asked him why he didn't just run

EDUCATION 

Kunitsugu stressed the need for 
more public education about the 
caImp exXperience. She described an 
incident at her motel room this

bor and Sunk a ship in SF”“People 


are still ignorant，we need to edu- 
cate the public”she sald. 

The Pilgrimage was Sponsored

ress and Reparations. It was in- 
itiated through past work by the 
three organizations around the 
redress and reparations issue. Ac- 
tivities included a tour of the 
former camp site; workshops on is- 
Sues facing the Japanese American 
community today; cultural enter- 
tainment and performances; and a 
memorial service at the 天 lamath 
Falls，Oregon cemetery where 
some of the internees who died at 
Tule Lake are buried.

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Bridging the Gap Between 
Unions and Chinese Workers

SAN FRANCISCO - Remem- 
bering the pastand focusing on the 
future of the Chinese worker and 
organlized labor was the theme of 

aa one-day conference entitled 
“Unions and the Chinese Work- 
ers” at .the Chinatown/North 
Beach Community College Center 
last Saturday. 

The conference, which attracted 
around 7 students， union 
activists and members，was spon- 
Sored by the Labor Studies Pro- 
gram of the SF Community Col- 
lege District，members of the 
American Postal Union (APWU) 
andLocal2 ofthe Hotel & Restau- 
Irant Employees Union. 

GAP 

“下 we are aware of the negative 
aspects of the labor movement 
Which existed in the past，we w 记 
be better able to deal with the 

labor movement in the future>? 
commented Sue Cobble， coor- 
dinator of the Labor Studies Pro- 
gram, adding that the gap between 
the US labor movement and the 
Chinese worker meeds to be 
bridged. 

The six-hour conference began 
with a slide show entitled“History 
of Chinese American Workers? 
.produced by the Workers Mutual 
Aid Committee. The presentation 
pointed out the inequities that ex- 
isted among early Chinese workers 
who came in the mid-nineteenth 
century as contractlaborers and in- 
dentured servants . 

Many of these new immigrants 
worked long hours under harsh 
conditions in mines and later Tail- 
Toadstforless paythan whitelabor- 
ers- By 1882, organized laborlead- 
ers in California banded together 
against the Chinese, blaming them 
for the post-railroad boom depres- 
sion, and precipating the 下 xclu- 
Sion 人 ct. 

This anti-Chinese sentiment 
forced many Chinese into other 
jabor in California or to find work 
in the East. Atthe turn ofthe cen- 
tury，the Chinese made Up 759%- 
80y of the farm labor in the Sac- 
ramento Delta，80?% of the shirt- 
Iakers in SF, 20% of the tobacco 
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and cigar industry, and 40% ofthe 
fishing industry. In each of these 
cases，the Chinese were expelled 
from their jobs as discrimination 
dictated and regulated to low serv- 
ice jobs, such as laundry workers， 
Servants，and restaurant workers， 
on the bottom rungs of the labor 
force. 
HEIGIHT 

During the 20s and 30s,， workers 
began forming guilds of cannery， 
agriculture，ship，garment，hotel， 
restaurant workers, but their clout 
was limited and later declined in 
power as membership declined. 

At that.same period， Union ac- 
tivity was at its height. In the 20s 
Some Chinese were able to join a 
US labor_ union，the Industrial 
Workers of the World (IWW), for 
the first time. However, the union 
lacked power and was itself a mi- 
nority in the labor picture. 

After WWII，garment workers 
in the National Dollar ' Stores 
joined the International Ladies 
Garment Workers Union (ILG- 
WU) and struck for improvements 
in working conditions and salary. 
Prior to that, theLaundry Workers 
Union protested working condi- 
tions in SF laundries in 1929 and 
Was Successful in reducing work 
days from 14 hours to 12 hours， 

In 1937, Chinese Workers in res- 
taurants,， Sewing factories, fishing 
and other areas formed the Cali- 
fornia Chinese Workers Mutual 
Aid Association to assist workers 
of all trades to organizeWithin two 
years the association expanded its 
membership to over 600. 

But by the 195S0s most unions 
disappeared. The post-war era Was 
atime ofliberalrepression: During 
the MecGCarthy era, many union OFT- 
ganizers Were investigated by the 
FBI and deported; few were in 
unions and many Union sympathiz= 
ers Were fired. 

MINORITY 

It was not until the Civil Rights 
activity of the 60s that union activ- 
ity began again among Chinese 
Workers. The 70s sawthe strikes of 
Workers in Several Chinatown res- 
taurants and the Jung Sai garment 
factory in SFE. Recently， five res-

taurants have been Unionized in 
NY'S Chinatown. In SF，with the 
exception of meat Shops，no res- 
taurants and few garment shops in 
Chinatown are unionized. 

In a keynote Speech during the 
conference,，Him Mark Lai,，pPresi- 
dent of the Chinese CultureFound- 
ation, noted the early patterns and 
traditions of Chinese organized 
labor， 

“Being a minority， Chinese 
workers often had to _ accept the 
Imenial labor.， But despite the 
hardships， the Chinese never 
ceased to fight”he said. Lai cited 
the rallroad Strike of 1867，where 
Chinese laborers struck in orderto 
decrease their work hours and in- 
crease their wages to a level com- 
Parable to white co-workers as an 
example. 

During the strike, white laborers 
did not Support the Chinese，he 
noted.“Veryearlyon, otherwork- 
ers did not perceive the Chinese as 
fellow workers but saw them as Ti- 
Vals who took their jobs,”Lai ex- 
plained.， Rather than unite，co- 
workers became the opposition 
This，he feels, is the root of the 
Problem of trying to join Chinese 
workers and majorlabor organiza- 
tions. 

Demogogues and“opportunist 
labor leaders” such as Dennis 
Kearney and the Workingmen'ss 
Party fanned anti-Chinese senti- 
ments，forcing out many Chinese 
Workers in industry and into servV- 
ice jobs, Lai said. 

UNITY 

Chinese eventually developed 
their own guilds (craft unions) to 
prevent employers from“defraud- 
ing”non-English speaking work- 
ers，、However, “its effectiveness 
was limited”Lai said.“The guilds 
were aminority within a minority.” 

Major labor organizations Such 
as the American Federation of 
Labor (AFL) atthetime wouldnot 
charter unions made up of Chi- 
nese, he noted. In a panel discus- 
Sion following Lai's address，past 
union activists discussed their 
work during the 30s and 40s. 

“JIn the 1930s,the Chinese work= 
eIs" mmovementwas at its best” Said 
Ka-Chun FEong，ftounder of the 
Alaska Cannery Workers Union 
and member of the Mutual Aid 
Assoc， The increased union ac- 
tivities of the 30s “heightened 
Workers” consciousness 。 Very 
much,” Fong continued.“We rec- 
Ognized that unity was OUr 
Strength. 

However，with the start of 
1WWIL the army here and in China 
|attracted many union members， 
lincluding Fong, who was in the US 
army for four years. Afterthe war， 
the Mutual Aid Association“be- 
came pretty loose”and by 1954， 
the association disbanded. 

Another speaker，Oden Lee， 
also a former member of the as- 
SoOciation，noted that at the time 
the workers did not have un- 
employment insurance. “All we 
asked was，give me work and give 
me wages; ”he said . 

TRANSLATION 

Lee pointed out that a major 
Problem ia organizing Chinese 
Workers now and in the past is one 
of poor translation. “Workers 
Union in English translates into 

“workers party” in Cantonese. 
;Many people associated the name 
With Dennis 必 earney's Working- 
IIman's Party.“There is still a lot 
iof fear of unions - people have 
mot forgotten the Workingman's 
Party”he said .

Eorthe firsttime in nearly a dec- 
ade Asian Americans are meeting 
in NY to talk about peace and dis- 
armament: Ihey are also partici- 
pating in the decision making Proc- 
ess of the national movement. 

Early this year，the Executive 
Committee for the June 12th 
March，which is the umbrella or- 
ganization for groups Supporting 
the actions organized around the 
United Nations' Second Session on 
Disarmament，was told that the 
peace movement had racist ten- 
dencies. This reaction by minority 
activists Was DO SUrprise to many 
long-time movement participants， 
but it shocked several commlttee 
Imermbers， 

BUDGET 

Againstthis background, Asians 
discussed the contributions they 
could make to help revitalize the 
movement.， In February，David 
”Chen,， now Coordinator of Asian 
American Caucus for Disarma- 
ment (AACD)，met with Daniel 
Berrigan. From these talks，con- 
tacts with other Asian Americans 
and development in the disarma- 
ment movement， AACD was 
formedin March ofthis year. Chen 
became the only Asian member of 
the Executive Committee for the 
June 12th March. 

Recently asmall conference was 
held atP.S. 124 in Chinatown. The 
conference, organized by AACD， 
attracted over 100 people, several 
Speakers and arepresentative from 
the United Nations， 

David Chen talked about the ef- 
fects -of an increased military 
budget on social services in NYs 
Chinatown and the Asian Ameri- 
can community-. 

Chen pointed out that food 
stamps， Social Security，CETA 
priograms and _ education (espe- 
cially bilingual) have been badly 
mauled by Reaganomics，Chen， 
who also. heads the Chinatown 
Planning Councils Project Reach， 
said the CETA jobs in Chinatowan 
had been cut by 25%. Health care 
Programs had been cut 30-409% 


- These cuts have come as Chinatown 


has increased in population density 
and -has expanded its traditional 
goundaries. (Chinatown's popula- 
tion has increased by over 309%6 
since 1970.) 
COMMUNITY 

Chen and Yuri 天 ochiyama，a 
leader of the 1960s peace move- 
ment, Said that the movement had

US. Both Chen and 开 ochiyama 
also agreed that past peace acC- 
tivists and current anti-nuclear ad- 
vocates from the Asian American 
community had often failed to link 
the movement to community 
needs. 

The failings of national organi- 
zations，the local activists them- 
selves and fears generated by the 
red-baiting of the 1950s and 1960s 
made the peace movement of the 
60s and 70s unattractive to many 
members oftheNY Asian commu- 
nity. With this pasthistory in mind， 
Chen emphasized that there was a 
need to keep the current move- 
ment linked to the local commnu- 
nity. 

Michis 必 aku, a professor of nu- 
clear physics at the City University 
of NY,talked about the history of 
the atomic bomb. While a student 
at Harvard in the mid-1960s, Kaku 
asked a professor why the US had 
dropped the second atomic bomb 
on Japan. 

The broken codes of the Japa- 
nese military revealed，after the 
first bomb, that they were Prepar- 
ing to Surrender. His professor， 
who had helped _ develop the 
bombs, replied that they had had 
to lest both bombs! They were dj 
ferent types: one used Uranium 
while the other used plutoniunm . 
The Professor also said that we 
needed to defeat Japan before the 
Russians could come in. 

HIROSHIMA 

Kaku told the story of a relative 
who lived in Hiroshima in August 
1945. His cousin，who was asleep 
in his basement,，was awWakened by 
a big wind.， He soon smelled 
Smoke. After hiding under his bed 
for three hours, wondering why he 
was not hearing fire engines，his 
cousin Opened his basement door 
and found that he no longer had a 
house，His home and thousands 
of others had been burned and 
blown away by radioactive fire and 
wind. Hiroshima was a vast pile of 
twisted steel and rubble. 

After helping a badly burned 
and dying neighbor, 民 akuts cousin 
went to a nearby TiveI where he 
saw hundireds of people wading in 
the water, trying to cool their radi- 
ation burns. Many would wade

Kaku's cousin 
reached into the water to help a 
drowning womanm As he attemp- 
ted to pull her from the river her 
skin peeled offt in his hands. 
Bhaichand Patel，a TepIesenta- 
tive from the United Nations Dis- 
armament Office，said that the 
anti-nuclear movement could no 
longerbe called a fringe group. He 
emphasized that Support for nu- 
clear disarmament has come from 
both the left and the right. In his

Last October 3 Patel went to 
Europe and saw the thousands of
